With o Serons Crime,

J. R Wilson is behind the bars o the
county Jail charged with the malicious de-
struction of vroperty valued at less than K15,
but boforo tho young man is liberated he
will be neld to answer o churga of a much
more serious nature,

He wons arrested at the instance
Gould, who is foroman for Dr, George [.
Miller at the latter’s place in Seymour
purk, Wilson was employed under Goula ns
a canpenter and boarded ut the latter's house,
Saturday afternoon Mr. Gould aud all his
fumily were awny, with the exception of a
young dnughter, Wilson went to the house,
and finding the wivl alone, 18 sald to have
made indecent proposals ta her and tried 1o
force her to viekl to hils beustly desire, Sbe
made her escape, however, and ran to the
n arest nelghbor, a distance of vedriy hall a
wile.

Wthien Mr, Gould returned the story was
told to Him, nnd yesterday morning  he
chnrgoid Wilson  with  the aet,  which
the  lattor  denied. A dispute  fol-
lowed and Wilson picked up o spirit
lavel, which  wis Iving near, aned
mide a dash at Gould, who pulled out his
pocket Kuife to defend himsell, Seeing that
Gould woula resist, Wiison dropped the
spirlt level and vented  his anger by Kweking
the panels out of o door, He boarded a Belt
line train, Mr. Gould folinwing, A telophone
moessare wis sent 1o the sheriff's office, and
Jailer Joe Mitler met the train and placed
Wilson under arvest, He was tiken to the
sherifl's oflce, where Mr. Gould stated to
Sherif Coburn that he would swear
out o complaint against Wilson for the
malicious destruction of properly, but did
not want to say anything about the ussault
on his daughtee, us he did not want to have
her appear i court, Sheriff Coburn inforimed
him of the gravity of the offonse, and insisted
on Gonld making the proper informuation,

The county attoruey will probably file nn
fnformation geainst Wilson te-duy, chaveing
bhim with assault with inteat to commit
ruje. )

Wilson was very indignant over his arrest,
and pompously intormed Shenff Coburn that
Lo eoula not old B, ns there would be no
charge made agaiost him, ana he would se-
cure a writ of habeas corpus,

A Great Step Toward the Completion
of'the Wapid Transit System,

Yesteriday was the street railway com-
pany's motor day.

Tt wae the formul beginning of this com-
pany’s operation of notor lines and & great
step towurd the complotion of u system of
rapld transit that reflects credit apon the
oity and |s & constant source of envy and
wonder to her slow going rivals.

The compuny put on all of ita available
motor cars on tha line from Hatscom oark to
the Melr live on Northe Twenty-fourth
street, il they wore crowded throughout
the day 10 their ntest capacity. The woen-
g was disagreeably chilly, but tho line was
liberally patronized on the early trips.
When the sun egme out toward noon, and
the day beswune warm and  pleasant, the
crowds grow 1o size, uutil i was avsolutely
impossible to accommodate the poonle seek-
ing u ride on thoe now line Horse
and cablo Curs wero deserted,
and  every  stroet crossing from  Fort
Omoha to Hanscom park thronged with
would-he passongers, muny of whom were
doowed Lo disappuintment, even altor walt-
ing for hours, There was o Hmit to the com-
pany's carryiog capacity.

Tho line was pew, the cars wore new and
tho motor men were ipexperienced. For
these reasons the mansgement thought (v
advisnble not to use 1rail cars, and the motor
cars made the trips alone,  Everything
worked wvery amoothly, consulering the
Clrcumstances, and (114 nechdent tlt
any  wind  owis  roported, A few of
the horse cars wore kept on the line und
cuused some delny in the operation of the
motors so that the schedule ronoing thoe
gould not be maintained, It is exspectod,
however, in o few days that the cars will
muke the round trip da o litle more thoan
thirty winutes, -

Whoen the line s o regulure operation u
ride over it will be an especially pleasunt
one, 05 it pusses thyough the business part of
the city und the best residence portions
norih and sontu.

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THE OIL FIELDS OF WYOMING.

Rich

Veoina of the Liguid Only
Awaiting Development,

WHY LITTLE HAS BEEN DONE,

Want of Bailrond Facilities and the
Great Exponse ot Prosperoting-
The Work to Bs Done
Next Spring.

Wenlth in Wyoming Soll.

Newcastin, Wyo., Oct, 19.<[Special te
Tae Ber, | —Tne Wyomlng oil and coal belt
extends one deegree fn width from M degreos
north latitnde, southwesterly, crossiog the
Unlon Pacific road at Rock Springs at 41
degroos, Some twolve oil Helds and soveral
conl ftelds are scattered along this balt as far
s the Swentivater river, The existence of
conl in Wyoming has been known sioce 1850,
In Septotnber, 1564, petralenm was discovered
in Wyoming, It had then been n commoreial
product only five years, the Hest apouting
well having been uncoversd th Pennsylvania
in 1850, The Wyoming ofl fields havs been
largoly prospected, but the want of  ealldoad
communication has prevented deep and ex-
pensive borings, 'T'he economic and Bnancial
world has scouted the idea that petrolenm
existed In Wyoming in considerable quan-
tities, The indieations, however, seem to me
conclusive, that potroleum oxists in Wy
oming over a district far more extensive
than that of Pennsylvanin. The Pennsyl-
vanin oil helt extends from bayond the New
York line, soulhwesterly into Ohio, and
comprises only 864 square miles, Thers are
in Wyoming, within the space nbove named,
fourteon different districta in which the in-

dications of oil are numerous and uniform.
Their elevation ahove the sea is from 8,200 w
6,000 feet, that of the Stockade district about
Noewecastle being 3 600 foot

The vil is held by nature generally fn the
sandstone,  In Pennsylvinis the oil lanos
are from one foot to fifey feet in thitkness;
in Wyoming there nre fine oll lands, which
vary from Nfteen feet to 400 Feet io thick-
ress, 18 pencrally considered that Wyomn-
ing, while possessing springs of lubricatinge
oil, has no illuminating oil. ‘Tnis, howoves,
is tho merest guess-work:; the facts can only
be dotermined by numorous decp boriogs,
Since the discovery of oil in New York and
Pennsylvania, no fower than 53,000 wells
have bean sunk, very few of which have
providd productive, Ivis sufMeient to say in
rogard “to Wyoming, thuat petroienm will
probibly be found ot a greater depth, and
that the durk ausd heavy lubricating oil thus
for obtained nt many pioces widely distant
from one nnother nt a depth of N0 or 400
feet, is sioply the remains of what was
originally petroleum, whielhh huve found their
way to the surface, and from which the
natural gas and other volatile eleents huve
slowly escaped In the courss of its passage
to tha surfuce, Professor Balloy, when
peologist of Wyoming territory, found greoen
illuminating oils at o depth of (4O feet in the
Bear river distrior, and at 53 feot depth in
the Belle Fourche district.

The total production of ofl 1n the United
Staves o 188G was  25000,000 barreis, of
which 26,705,000 barrels was from the Penn-
sylvanty districr, 1,785,000 from the Oh @ dls-
trict and the small remsinder was [rom
West Vieginin, Colorado and California, ‘I'ne
muximum yield of the Pennsylvanin district
was made in 1582, sincewhich time thera has
been a gradual but steady decline. ‘I'he
SLU00 wolls i the Pennsvivanm district
have been sunk ot o oostof 200,000,005 they
have produeed S11.000,080 barrels of oil, for
whiieh 500,000 000 huve boon rocoived ot tho
wells, The time muost soon comoe when thoy
will be dry. Their territory is well acfined,
their thickoess is known, and the diminish-
ing supply will very soon prove inadequate
to the inereasing consuwption of our rapidly
growing people,

‘The so-called “'oll springs’ of Wyoming
are fonnd where the rocky strata have been
folded in canyens cut ueross these folds, The
oil has reached the surfuce, forming pools n
boas of thickened oil, or *oil eake," which is
tho result of tho inoperation of the volatile
vlements wod the addition of dust blown by
the wind upon the deposit,  Troin these oil
cakes in the Swckade district at Newceastle
the gront Homestake Mining company at
Lead City has securcd o great deal of lubri-
cating oll, and, further west, the Umwon Pa-
cifie railroaa imﬁ obtnined considerable oil
from similar deposits near their line. ‘T'he
test made of the oil tiken from these pits are
romarkabile for their wmlormity, The spe-
citle gruvity is very heavy—rom 0.570 to
02 —gnd their weight roanges {row
724 pounds to &K¥ pounds  In ono
gallon.  ‘'Fhere 1s very little difference
in these respects o the pils found aloog the
entive belt across the territory, a fact which
t:iirmnﬁi,\' SUgEests 8 comimon, or at Jeast a
similar orgin in huge réservoirs ub 4 groater
depth, A few shallow wells have been sunk
farther west in ecentral Wyoming, from
which a [uire supply of oll have been obtatned,
They have bean plugeed up, howaver, awnit-
iog the coming of the railrosd up the wvalley
of the Swectwaler.

Thoe opinjons of acknowledged experts
might here be quoted in great number., I
will, however, give only three of them. Prof,
Willidm Lay says that “Wyoming will be
classed abewd of Pennsylvania as wu oil pro-
duecing region Captain Fowler delares that
“Wyoming coan beat Pennsylvania for a
handred years:” Prof, Silliman says that
“po estimate can be made wecurately of the
vust benefits that would acerue of Lhe oit of
Wyoming were propverly developed.”  And
80 uf every one—expart or busiuess moan—
who has visited and iospected these ol
ficlds, Al are confident, many wre cuthusi-
astic concerning their future dn.-\.'.:mpllmul,
with an abuudance of corl in every direotion,
and with o vast store of sodu, suinhur, mar-
ble, ete,, for the supply of the uecossary
chewicals nocded for refluing, we can
seureely spedls exteavagantly coneorning the
ultimate fature of the region,

Iu the Stockwte oll district about New.
custle the sandstoncs have an aggerogute
tuickness of #0800 feet, the luyers varying
from twelve to 150 feet, und the sume rook-
conditivns exist In all the other fourteen oil
districts of the territory, In this district all
the roclk masses so fur us Investigation has
gone, are found to be more or less churged
with oil.  Every indication points to both
fjunntity aud asdeguate pressure the further
down exploration has gouoe, It has been
found not only in the Stockade district, but
about the Hello Fourche and the Swestwater
districts further weat, that the olls grow
lighter the Nurther the deill bus penetrated.
The groeat distanse from the railroad —from
200 miles up—has alone preveuted expensive
prospocting with & view to an  absolute de-
termination of the quality and extont of the
oil deposits,  All that bus been done—and
more has boen dono about Newcastie than
further west—hus simply been to dig out the
nunbural spriogs, Laute lust fall, in  wntwlipa-
tiou of the eurly extension of tue rallrosd to
this poiut, o large number of derricks were
orcoted aud o few wolls were started, but
Liule was secomplisined beyond sinking pros-
pect holes for a few feot, The dismond dreidl
wis used in wvwo places, wnd after reaching
sote four hundred feet in depth, ol wes
struck und overllowed, lighter in color and
of less pruvity than that fonnd wt the sur-
fuve, The coming spriog will witness de-
clalve tests. mMachivery will be lntroduced
for boring to the requisile depth to deter-
mine onee for gl the guantity apd guality ot
the oll. But, as in Penosylvaola, wmuny
wells  will doubtless bave to (1
Iored befure productive ones  oun
[IT%] found. It will b noCessnry
to go down woare than 2,500 feet, while lo sll
probawility a depth of 1,900 feet will sufMcee.

1 nave visited all the scenes of all the ex-
porabions thus far made o this district,
There ure, nccordivg to Prof, Hulley's may,
shout Uity locutioos in the Stockade oll dis.
triet, which range over o Aeld some ton miles
squere, Many of them bave been mude by
Omahs parties, Of them the oldess, and wil
things cousiderad the most remarkable, Is
that on section 25, one wnile northeust of
Noweastis, Mr. o, Coyle, 8 gentleman of

SURGEON HAMILTON'S REPORT.

Nearly Fifty Thonsand BSeamen
Treated at the Maring Hospitals.

Wasniyarox, Oet. 10, —The annual report
of Surgeon Ceneral Humilton, of the Marine
hospital service, comprises an ootava volume
of more than four hundred pages and shows
that the steady increase which has  murked
the reliel work of the service for many
years, still continues. During the past flacal
yeara nearly fifty thousana sogmon were
troated at different nospitals and  relief sta-
tions throughout the Unitoa States.

A great doal of space in the report is de-
voted o yellow fever. An article on the
“dingmosis of yellow fever,” by Surgeon
Ciuteras, calls  especial attention to the
symptoms which appear early o the discase
and which will vo doibt be of great vialue in
any future outbrouk of fever in
eclearing up the uncertainy which
always has attended the arrival at a detinite
conelusion.

Surgeon Hulton, whowas in command of
Camp Perry, gives an interesting sketch of
that establistiment and the conduct of this,
the first camp of “‘detention and  observa-
tion,” known in the lustory of epldomics,
The estublishment of the ¢amp was an ¢x-
periment, but fully justified the most san-
guine expectations, Surgcon  Hutton also
contributes an urticle on the United States
inspection service, which explains tho mous-
ures taken to prevent the spread of fever to
other parts ot the country., Several other
surgeons contribute interesting  articles on
vollow fever at dilferent points, _

D, Steraberg, of the army, cuuUnhuten n
voluminous pupuer giving an investigation of
the methods adopted o Mexico and Hrazil
for the prevention of yellow fever by inoou-
lation. 'he result of the investigation is
that the method is mot protective and is
therefore valueless,

LEPROSY IN HAWALIL

The Origin and Progress of the
lireadfal Disensn,

The Hawlinn consal in London senda
an interceting akateh of the history of
loprogy in Hawaii and the loper’s islund
of Molokal. The first known case of
trus leprosy (I cnnnot sponk ns to ole-
lﬂmntimllsl ogourred, he writes, in the
slands, more than forly yenrs ngo.

It has been supposed to have been in-
trodooed by & Chinese, but this wna
novor established; and it may here be
remarked that the ratio of loprosy
pmong the Chirese residents is
less than that among the natives. In
twenty years the digense has at-
tucked a large proportion of the Huw-
allan population In 1865 a2 many of
the lepers ng could ba induced to go
wora taken to n beautiful valley in the
islnnd of Moloknl, not to ba cnlled, ns
wins that of Rasselna, a “happy valley,”
but fertile nnd aminently adapted to ita
ln'.i';-u.-w. Before it was the ocenn, and
andward the plain was shut in coms-
plotaly by & mountain range, in which
wore preciplees 5,000 feet high, Doubt-
less ab first some disorder and n want of
organization existed, But the Hawniinn
bonrd of health began ite work and im-
proved matters. Pure water was
brought into the settlemant fromsonrees
o mile distant In abundant quantitics,
and was distributed by exits in nine
different situntions.

In the year 1873 Mr. Ragedale, a Jay-
man, gave an example of self-snorilice
by volunteering to act as superin-
tondent to the Leperasylum. He did
efloient work thore, but did not live
long. It is to be admitted that the
housing of the sufferers wns for some
time bad and insufflelent, Yet, in 1874,
Mr. Widemnnn, prezident ot the board
asserted that, *'in a material point of
view, the peopla were bhetter off in
Molokai than most natives of the
islunds, and nlso botter, with few excep-
tions, thnn they ever wore in their own
homes. Parcels of lund and wooden
houses hod been pought for the inerons-
ing population, and 6000 fect of
waterpipe  had  been  Inid.” Next
the gettlement was divided, and the two
ecstublishments of Kaluwao and Kalou-
papi were placed ab o considerable dis-
tunce from ench other, In 1879 and 1880
there wore in the former of these places
802 lepers, of which 458 were men and
$14 were women, There hns always
been an excess l]fl'.‘llﬁ-‘-:ﬂlnt!'l'l{:I'.Il' mnles,
The lavrgest number at any one time
apponrs Lo have been 1,000, Tn the yoar
1974 the young Belgian priest Damien
cisy his lotin with that sad society, and
was nppointed assistant supercintendent,
The lepurs cultivated plots of grouna
and occupied thomsalves in such manual
labor as they were capable of.

The bienninl graot of the povern-
ment is $100.000 for Molokai and 35,000
for the establishment on the Island of
Ouhu, There is a rvesident surgeon at
Mololkai,

The present king and queen have
shown great intevest in and sympathy
with the lepers. ''hreo yenrs ngo they
paid a memornble visit to them, and n
hymn written for the occnsion by the
king wos sung enthusinstically by the
putionts. I have understood that the
resident medical  ollicor, Dr, Hofl-
munn, i3 himself affected by the dis
ordor, I will add that the ratio of
deaths in o year 1858 per 1.000, and the
dizcase runs its course after [frvstincu-
bation in about eleven yoears, T need
havdly say that all kinds of vewmedies
ure being weicd on the sullerers, and |
must express my thanks to the English
government, who procored at my re-
quest from the govornment of India, 0
large quantity of Garejin oil, which |
forwnrded to Iawaii.

THE ORIGIN OF OUR SPECIES.

Interesting Results of the Stodies ol
the Leading Hrench thnologist,
M. de Quulrefages, the leading

French etnnologist, in presonting the

sgocond part of his “Introduction to the

Study of the Human to the

Academy of Sciences, has given an

interesting sommaory of  his general

conclusions with regard 1o the origin
and distribution of maukind.
Negloctihg the minor differences, he
estimntes that there are no fewer than
seventy-two distinet races in the humnn
species, says Galignani's Messanger.

All these descend or branch off from

three lundumental types—the black, the

yellow and the white—which had their
origin nt the great ceotral moss of
northern Asia, which is thus the cradle

ol mankind
Representatives of these different

types are still to be found thore. "the

whites, according to M. de Quartire-
fuges, appenr o have originated on the

IRuees’

west of the contral mass, the vellows

on the north nnd
south.

The whites extended westward and
northward, giving Dbirth to  three
secondary typos—the Plnish, the Se-
mitic and the Aryan, if wo except the
Allophyles, which form a soparate
group. Their avron of distribution is
continvous, as {4 that of the vellows, bo-
onuse of the extensive land surfoce of
the Eurasinn continent,

The yollows spread enstward and
erossed into America. The whites and
yellows chockod or blonded with each
other, grmlm‘ing many varietics of man,

The black, or negro type, which or-
iginated on the south ‘of the contral
mass, wna compelled by the nature of
the continent, and probably by tne at-
tacks of the whites and yellows, to go
gouth anto Africn and oust {nto the In-
dino archipeligo, or Melanesin,

The proto-Semites arrested their dis-
tribution in tho noith of Afrion, and the
mixtureof the two races gave vise to
the negroid population. In the conlar
nnd south of Afrien the blacks contin-
uad in their ethnic parvity until the in-
filiration of other races [rom Europe
and the north of Afmea in modern
times,

Those which remained in their origi-
nal home boeeame blended with the
whites and yollows, giving rise to the
dravidian populations, which pnss by
shndes into the three fundumental
types.

As [or the Allophyles, represonted by
the raco of Cro-Magnaon, thoy occeupied
parts of Europa and North Afriea, from
which they extended to the Canaries.
